The French Aerial Federation 
considers the mark set by Bossou- 
trot and Droupin an official world’s 
record, contending that the Amer- 
ican flight was conducted under 
such conditions as will not be ac- 
cepted by the international federa- 
tion, of which the United States 
is a member. 

“I have been to America and 
half way back again,” Lieut. Bos- 
soutrot sald to the Associated 
Press correspondent as the latter 
greeted him on alighting from the 
plane wrapped in heavy furs.

This decision sets free of the 
obligations contracted for them by 
their parents or guardians, the 
girle of the geisha profession, the 
dainty, little entertainers of Ja- 
pan, the butterflies who make gay 
the night life of the cities, but 
who fluttered always heretofore, 
with the tight silken cord of their 
contract limiting their flights and 
held firmly in the hands of their 
unseen masters, behind the gold 
screens and with pockets wide open 
to receive all the geisha earnings. 


STORY OF GEISHAS 


The geisha system, as old as the 
history of Japan, is roughly as 
follows: 

Parents of girls whom they fee) 
unable to maintain present them, 
when children of from 7 to 12, to 
the masters of geisha training 
houses. These masters select the 
comeliest and brightest, and those 
having musical talent, and prac- 
tically adopt them. The parents 
enter into contracts that the girls 
shall remain with their master and 
be subject to all his commands 
until such time as they shall, from 
their earnings, have repald ‘all the 
cost of their education. >

While not so fascinating an actor 
as Senator Jim, his fellow-towns- 
man and legal confrere is proving 
even more convincing. In_ less 


subtle, but more rugged and ef- 
factive, fashion Mr. Brewster is 
going after the chief irritant in the 
Democratic party to the delight of 
the audience that flocks from the 
zinc hills and river centers of the 
114-counties of the State.

Léfe Preservers from Burned 
Ship Jealously Tucked 
Away 


{EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

ON BOARD U. 8. TRANS- 
PORT THOMAS, Oct 15.—A 
few life preservers and sig- 
nal lights, with which life- 
boats of the City of Honolulu 
were equipped, are the only 
souvenirs of the memorable 
last Thursday morning, when > 
passengers and crew were 
compelled to abandon the 
blazing ship. These are now 
aboard the Thomas, guarded 
by thelr owners as though 
they were worth their weight 
in gold. 

It became known today 
from the rescued passengers 
that fourteen lifeboats, which 
were abandoned after the 
transport Thomas picked up 
the City of Honolulu pas- 
sengers, were tied together 
and case adrift. Several of 
the lifeboats sank soon after 
the rescue was effected, ac- 
cording to passengers, be- 
cause the stopcocks were left 
open.

‘There reason for the most 
cordial commendation of the pro- 
gram of measures enacted by the 
Congrese for the rehabilitation of 
agriculture, the financing of the 
farmers needs, the opening of for- 
eign markets for their products and 
the -eneral stabilization of the in- 
dustry. The agricultural interest 
was perhaps the worst sufferer 
from the slump which followed the 
restoration of peace, and it cannot 
be but a grat’ication to you and

“Without attempting to

The professor's wife said eight 
other wives of professors agreed 
with her in her contentions. 

Mrs. Bruce said a budget issued 
recently by a San Francisco teacher 


girl needed $290 a.year for clothes 
to appear well-dressed. “That al- 
lowance,” she said, “would look 
big to a professor's wife whose al- 
lowance for clothes is fixed at the 
pitiful (figure of $50.” . 

In the opinion of the professor’s 
wife it takes at least $350 a month 
to provide the bare necessities for 
a faculty member’s family if he 

a wife and three children.

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LUMBER TRADE 
FEELING PINCH 


Denuding of Forests by Fire 
Has Telling Effect 


Producer, Once Wastrel, 
Now Thrifty Worker 


Nerthuest to Have All Trees 
in Decade 


WASHINGTON (D. C.) Oct. 15. 
In no great American industry, not 
even the meat-packing industry, 
in which by common repute every- 
thing is utilized but the hog’s 
squeal, is conservation today re- 
ceiving greater attention than in 
the lumber industry. The lumber 
producer, once of all our indus- 
trial giants the greatest and most 
notorious westrel, has began to be 
provident and canny. The industry 
has been forced to ft. Its alterna- 
tive is to change methods or pre- 
pare for the end of greatness. And 
what is now being done to ——— 
methods constitutes one 
most interesting stories in modern 
industrial science. 

The fact is that America is near- 
ing the end of her timber re- 
sources. Even ten years ago the 
prediction that the end was n 

was scouted as the outcry of the 
professional alarmist. But ex- 
panding population, the enormous 
demand of the war for lumber, the 
ceaseless forest fires, all have done 
their work. America is faced with 
the unpleasant fact that her once 
seemingly inexhaustible forests, 
which stretched across 3000 miles 
with only a break for the Great 
Plains, are nearing exhaustion. 


PINCH BEING FELT 
Already the pinch is being felt, 
especially in the East. The grow- 
ing prices tell part of the story. 
The consumption of lumber has 
dropped from an average per 
capita use of 600 board feet in 
1806 to 316 board feet in 1920-— 
a drop of 87 per cent in fourteen 
years. Carry this out to the end, 
and the consumption of lumber 
would cease altogether about the 
year 1940. The remnants of the 
virgin stands of pine in the South- 
ern States will be cut out in an- 
other ten years. That leave 
the Pacific Northwest as the sole 
remaining chief source of lumber, 
and lumber prices in the East will 
based upon Oregon and Washing- 


across the continent, a rate that is 
a greater sum per 1000 board feet 
than easterners had to pay for lum- 
ber itself, including the haulage 
charge, a few years ago. 

The government was first to real- 
ize the impending doom of the 
American forests, and to combat it 
established the United States For- 
est Service to protect and maintain 
the timbered areas of the pub- 
lic domain set aside in perpetuity 
as national forests. Certain States 
followed the government's example, 
establishing Statte forest services. 
A little over ten years ago the 
Forest Service established at Madi- 
son, Wis., Forest Products 
Laboratory to study the problems 
of the industry. scientifically, de- 
voting special attention to the con- 
servation of wood after it is cut. 

Finally, the lumber industry it- 
self took up the campaign of con- 
servation. Through its own organ- 
ization, the National Lumber Man- 
ufacturers’ Associatior, it is co- 
operating with the various official 
bodies as well as pursuing its own 
lines of research. 

In the woods the greatest prob- 
lem is fire. Even with today’s di- 
minished per capita use of lumber, 
we are cutting down trees fvur 
times as fast as nature can grow 
new wood; but in spite of all the 
systems of protection the forest 
fire continues to be even more de- 
structive than the woodman’'s axe. 
The solution of the fire problem 
seems to be a more elaborate sys- 
term of fire protection and greater 
co-operation with State and na- 
tional fire-protection services on 
the part of private owners of tim-

PAY ON HER 

“WAR DEBT 
‘American Loan Expected 
at New York Today

The British war loans of approx- 
imately $4,600,000,000 have been 
for some time the center of dis- 
cussion regarding the payment to 
this country by her war allies of 
war loans of more $11,000,- 
000,000. A British commission, 
with power to negotiate terms for 
the payment of the British loans, | 
is expected to arrive here soon to. 
discuss the situation with Washing- | 
ton officials. According to unoffi- | 
cial advices frem London, Great 
Britain has promised full pay-| 
ment. 
Previous payments to the United | 
States by the British government 
have been for the account of pur- 
chases of silver amounting to sev- 
eral hundred millions of dollars, 
made during the war for the pur- 
pose of establishing the silver cur-. 
rencys of India and other British 
colonies. 

No explanation has been forth- 
coming here as to whether tomor- 
row’s payment will be considered 
by the British government as past 
Ppeyment of accrued interest on 
Britain’s debt or for the account of 
last year’s interest. Under the 
terms of the loans the eccrued 
interest may be refunded. The only

The 
tobacco smoker is the 
fender. <A strong effort is being 
made to print fire warnings on al! 
packages of cigarettes and 
pipe tobacco. 

The Forests Products Labora- 
tory is urging chair makers and 
other users of wood in smal! pleces 
to order their lumber cut to size at 
the mills, abandoning their pres- 
ent practice of buying large pieces 
and sawing them up themselves. 
This will further encourage the 
more complete utilization of logs. 

As to the wee of by-products, 
the ramifications of the conserva- 
tion crusade are almost endless. 
The Chicago packing-house has 
not yet found a use for the pig's 
equeal, but the lumbermen have 


bark. Good tar paper can be made 
of the bark which accrues at the 
wood pulp mills. Bark after the 
tannin has been extracted can also 
be so used. Waste wood at the ve- 
neer factories makes excellent pa- 
per, the ecientists have discovered. 
Newspapers can be de-inked and 
made up into new paper. 

Even sawdust, into which 18 per 
cent of all timber coming to the 
mill is converted, has not escaped 
attention. It can be used as human 
food, with a cow acting as interme- 
diary between the sawmill! and the 
diner. In other words, 
sible by a simple chemical process 
to turn much of the cellulose of 
sawdust into sugar which is di- 
gestible by cattle. 

Grain alcohol can also be made 
of sawdust and of the small 
branches and twigs of trees. The 
ecientist foresees the day when a 
large part of the automobiles of 
the United States will be driven by 
fuel derived from this source.
